President Truman told the 
senate today that if it re- 
stricts use of government 
funds for operation of the 
seized steel mills it may result 
in "paralyzing the operations 
of the government in an 
emergency."

Citen Perils 


Hhe' said enactment of the GOP 


proposals might lead to a complete 
shutdown in steel and "immediate- 
ly reduce the ability of our troops 
in Korea to defend themselves 
against attack." 


Further, the president contended, 


much of the debate on the matter 
has been of "extreme and mislead- 
ing character." 


He warned: 
"If the Communists stage an 


other offensive in Korea thls-apring, 
the success or failure of that of- 
fensive may well depend on wheth 
er or not we have kept our steel 
mills in operation. This is a con- 
sideration over and above the 
drastic effect a steel shutdown 
would have on our total ucfensc 
effort." 


Only "Temporary" 


Truman repeated what he had 


said in a nieaiage Aptfl 8—that he 
cTuervu "teiiiporary operation" or 
the steel mills by the government 
"with the utmost reluctance; that 
the idea of government operation 
of the steel mills was thoroughly 
distasteful to me; and .that I want- 
ed to aee it ended as soon as pos- 
sible." 


The president went on tncn to 


challenge congress to come up with 
a better way to deal with the situa 
tion.created by the steel wage dis- 
pute if it does not like what he has 
done. 


He .said congress could "reject 


the course of action I have lollow 
ed" but that he did not believe it 
could "meet its responsibilities 
simply by following a course ot 
negation." 


Affirmative Action 


"The congress should do more 


than simply tell me what I should 
not do. It should pass affirmative 
legislation to provide a constructive 
course of action looking toward a 
solution of this matter which will 
be in the public interest." 


His letter to Barklcy reminded 


the senators, too, that he had indi-

All 
the babies were suffering from 
congenital heart defects,

rects, and direct operation on the 
heart itsch constituted their only 
choice for survival. 


None Survived 


None of the babies survived, but 


the surgeon who described the 
technique said there is encourage- 
ment in the fact that 
life 
was 


maintained—even though tempor- 
arily—with the aid of a "substi- 
tute" heart and lung system out- 
side the patients' own bodies. 


Dr. Robert Janes, head of the 


department of surgery at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, said the tech- 
nique was developed by Dr. W. R. 
Mustard of the university staff. Al- 
though the work has not yet been 
described in scientific 
literature, 


Dr. James mentioned it briefly at 


a meeting of the American Surgi- 
cal association here. 


How It Work* 


It works this way: 
Blood is pumped out of the pa- 


tient's veins by means of a me- 
chanical heart. The blood then is 
fed through the monkey lung, 
which is caused to inflate and de- 
flate automatically. The l u n g 
takes in oxygen, which is then 
supplied to the blood. It also re- 
moves carbon dioxide from the 
blood. The blood ultimately is re- 
turned to the patient's body by 
means of a tube linked with an 
artery.

WASHINGTON — (AP) — The 


air force has a new plan, elective 
June 1, for determining when and 
for how long fliers should be as- 
signed to foreign duty. 


An air force spokesman said it 


will- abolish the point system—so 
many.points for combat, service 
abroad and so on—which has been 
one factor in overseas assignments 
since World War II. This system, he 


id, was aimed at meeting war 
nditions and never has been re- 


garded as fully satisfactory for 
permanent use. 


The spokesman said the new 


plan, based upon an individual's 
date of return from duty abroad, 
has been under preparation for 
months. He said its adoption has 
no connection with recent refusals 
by some officers to fly. 


Ignored Orders 


-Some officials at Randolph air 
orce base in Texas and elsewhere 
ignored orders to take part in au- 
tomations. Some said they had 
had their fill of combat in World 
War II.

(A) A removal of the restrictions 
might act as a stimulant to lagging 
sales, and (B) inflationary forces 
have subsided, for the present, at 
least.

Q—I am a boy of 19 years old, 


height 5 feet 4 inches, and would 
like'to grow taller. My father is 
5 feet 8 inches, mother 5 feet 3 
Inches.

A—Height is largely a reflection 


of what i» inherited from the par- 
ents, plus a diet, and perhaps cli- 
mate and other things. As yet, 
there is no reliable method of in- 
creasing height, and while some 
additional growth may still occur, 
it is not likely to be much, and you 
should leara to accept it along with 
both some advantages and disad- 
vantages.

Q—About 12 years ago I develop- 


ed polyps in my nose, and had 


them operated on. I had relief un-. 
til last year, when I again develop- 
ed a polyp in my left nostril. I am 
nervous about this condition.

A—Polyps

It Is best to 
have the exact diet outlined by the 
physician who has observed the 


level of blood sugar and can fol- 
low the results of the diet.

Sabotage Theory 
Discounted in 
Anthrax Outbreak 


WASHINGTON -(AP)- Dr. B 


T. Simms. chief of the Agriculture 
department's bureau of animal in 
dtutry. said today the govemmen 
had found no evidence that sabo 
tage was involved in recent out 
breaks of anthrax among live- 
stock. 


Some of the outbreaks among 


hogs in Ohio, Indiana and Illinois 
have been traced to commercia 
feed given the' animals. The feec 
contained bone meal which had 
been imported from Belgium. 


This led to speculation, Dr 


Simms said, that enemy agents 
might have planted the disease in 
the imported bone meal. The Fed 
eral Bureau of Investigation, as 
well as other government agencies 
checked the possibility. But nothing 
has been found to support any such 
belief. 


Nevertheless, proposals h a v e 


been advanced by some stale veter- 
harians that the federal govern' 
ment restrict the importation of 
sone meal to prevent possible sabo- 
tage. 


Dr. Simms said his bureau has 


not yet been able to ascertain 
whether the imported bone meal or 
some domestically-produced feed 
was the source of the disease.
